Capital to Rhee 

General Arrives in Triumph 
In Still-‘Smoking Seoul 


By EARNEST HOBERECHT 


SEOUL, Korea, Friday, Sept. 29—(U.P)—Gen. Douglas MacArthur arrived Friday in 
triumph in the still smoking city of Seoul and officially restored the South Korean capi- 
tal to President Syngman Rhee. 

“In behalf of the United Nations command I am happy to restore to you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, the seat of your government,” MacArthur told the 75-year-old president who fled 
Seoul June 27 ahead of the North Korean aggressors. 

The ceremony took place at the war-scarred capitol building after a victorious pro- 


cession through the rubble-strewn streets where resistance 


Both MacArthur and Rhee had 
‘driven here earlier along 
dusty road from Kimpo airport. 
MacArthur flew from Tokyo and 
Rhee arrived 45 minutes later 
from Pusan on the southeast 
‘coast. 
The Pusan radio meanwhile 
‘broadcast an appeal by Rhee to 
the whole Korean nation in which 
he urged reconstruction with “a 
new spirit.” 
“I feel my bones ache and blood 
‘curdle to think that numerous in- 
inocent compatriots have been 
murdered by North Korean 
troops,” Rhee said. 
“In order to secure freedom and 
independence we have to pay our 
‘price. Now large numbers of pa- 
itriotic youths are paying that 
'price in blood. Our people will 
remember it forever. In starting 
reconstruction upon the ruins we 
must first renovate our spirit.” 
For Rhee it was a climactic 
moment in one of the stormiest 


‘South Koreans seeking out die- 
j|hard snipers. 


Rhee was elected President of 
the Korean Provisional Govern- 
ment in 1919, but spent almost all 
of his time in Shanghai, Chung- 
king and Washington because the 
Japanese occupied Korea. 


MacArthur arrived at Kimpo 
Airfield at 9:45 a. m: (8:45 p. m. 
Thursday, EST). He landed in his 
new Constellation “Scap” and was 
‘greeted by the military leaders 
whose forces landed at Inchon and 
\drove to the Korean Capital

Let the State Board Reconsider 


{ The State Board of Education has, in 
our opinion, done, if they will pardon us, 
a harmful, hasty thing in banning a civics 
book, ’'s “American Government,” 
because of its presentation of “controver- 
sial” subjects. 

Gov. Talmadge was taught from the 
book, as were most of the men and women 
in ‘public life in Georgia, and we defy the 
Board to prove it has made subversives, 
socialists or radicals of them. The book 
has been in use for at least 30 years in the 
public schools. 


Of course the present edition of the 
book discusses the TVA. 

The TVA has enabled Tennessee and 
Alabama to get private industry faster 
than other Southern States and has added 
greatly to the farm and recreational values 
of the States thus benefited. It is too bad 
there are not more TVAs. The nations of 
the world, with river valleys to harness 
and curb, are seeking to imitate it. 


The book discusses social security. 


That happens to be written into the law 
and is no longer seriously controversial. 
Of course it says that the social trend is 
to tax those with more wealth to raise the 
living standards of the more depressed 
populations. That is what has kept Ameri- 
can capitalism going. It is enlightened 
capitalism, or capitalism with a social con- 
science. Therefore, it has survived. 

Certainly, the book says that socialized 
medicine is one of the issues of the day. 
The book in no manner indorses social- 
ized medicine. It simply informs the stu- 
dent of the issues. 


To say that a book which lets the stu- 
dent know what is going on, and what it 
is he or she will have to think about and 
vote on, is socialistic or subversive is, in our 
opinion, not merely dangerous, but folly. 


Shall the young men and women of 
Georgia be prevented from knowing what 
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Cut Down 
-Non-Defense Spending 


Most of us are resigned to even higher 
taxes than those Congress imposed as the 
first installment. 

Even though tension is eased after 
Korea, there can be no letup in our de- 
fense preparations. 

The $17,000,000,000 arms bill President 
Truman signed the other day was just a 
starter. More billions will be needed be- 


fore the year is out. We are faced with 
tremendous military expenditures for an 
undetermined number of years in order to 
be ready to deal with aggression. 

When President Truman first asked 
Congress for special appropriations as a 
result of the invasion of South Korea, he 
called for reduced expenditures in non- 
defense departments of the Government. 
With exception of a reduction in mortgage 
holdings, there has been no letup in non- 
essential spending. 


The Federal deficit for the year ending 
last June 30 was $5,100,000,000. 


A stable economy and a sound currency 
are fully as important as a strong military 
force. It is doubtful that we can, without 
damage to the economy and the currency, 
finance a mobilization program of the scale 
needed in addition to business-as-usual in 
nonessential Government departments. 


It is estimated a minimum of $5,000.- 
600,000 to $8,000,000,000 a year could be 
saved on purely domestic spending. About 
$6,000,000,000 a year would be saved if non- 
defense spending were cut back to the 
limits of the 1948 fiscal year. 


Congress, when it gets back to work 
#n November, ought to furnish the neces- 
sary ing to cut nondefense spend- 
ing. uch of it was a luxury we could 
ill afford in peacetime. We certainly can- 
not afford it now. 
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the issues of politics are? Shall they have 
their minds limited? 

The minutes of the hearing contain the 
report of an examination by the Atlanta 
school committee. The report says: 

“This book contains the latest informa- 
tion available on national, state and local 
governments. 

“It is complete in its factual presenta- 
tion of government as it exists in this 
country today. In fact, it is a regular ency- 
clopedia on government. 

“It is well written and splendidly illus- 
trated. 

“On page 20 he presents the case for 
our American democracy in a most enlight- 
ening and interesting manner. He leaves 
no doubt in his belief in the American 
Government system and in the American 
economic system. In presenting the facts 
in this book he does not attempt to dodge 
controversial issues, but on the contrary 
presents the facts on all issues with which 
government is concerned. In handling these 
controversial issues he either presents the 
facts with no attempt to draw conclusions, 
or else where conclusions are drawn he 
follows a ‘middle-of-the-road’ view. There 
is certainly nothing subversive or radical 
in this book.” 

The report concludes: 

“Any worthwhile government book is 
going to raise controversial issues, and 
because of this fact the administration 
should be careful with the selection of 
teachers who are to teach such subjects 
as government and economics.” 

We agree with that and trust the At- 
Janta school system will go ahead and 
allow its students to know what is going 
on in their own country and the world.

Any indi- 
vidual may publicize his association with the pro- 
gram, if he so desires, and on his own initiative. 
But, as custodians of A, A. experience and tra- 
dition, the Alcoholic Foundation cannot state too 
strongly the conviction that breaches of anonymi- 
ty, however contrived, do not help the member 
who permits them and may divert others who 
could be helped to attain sobriety.

We lost much equipment in the early days 
of the war when the too-few units we had in 
the line broke under Communist pressure. But 
they had something to fall back on. The Com- 
munista have notiHfing to fall back on. They are 
cut off from the rear. 


1t ie hard te believe, therefore, that the 
fighting, except for sporadic guerrilla action, 
ean last much longer. As the Reds fall back 
and begin te mass on the North, they may 
try te make ene more stand. If they do, 
they are doomed. 


Tt is to be hoped that they will take the offer 
of surrender which we are holding out to them 
now and give in. It will save hundreds of 
American lives. But it will save the lives of 
thousands of them. 


Once the fighting has ended, our real head- 
aches in Korea will begin. How are we going 
to keep peace in that shattered country? How 
are we.going to seal Korea off against the influ- 
ence of the Reds to the north. Even if we do 
occupy the country all the way to the Man- 
churian border, and we must, for to set up that 
spurious boundary again will mean that the 
whole war has been fought for nothing, we 
still have got to figure out some way to keep 
North and South Koreans from flying at each 
other's throats again. Putting old Syngman Rhee 
back in power will be no answer, for neither 
South nor North Koreans have any faith in him. 


The only answer seems to be to set up a gov- 
ernment of all Korea under the strict control of 
the United Nations. A government which won't 
be too concerned at first about establishing a 
republic ordered on democratic lines (I’m not 
convinced that an Oriental can grasp the basic 
idea of democracy in the first place), but which 
should be mainly concerned in seeing that the 
Koreans get enough to eat and enough to wear 
and that they shall keep the peace. 


We must make up our minds to boss Korea, 
perhaps for a generation, without cruelty, but 
with great firmness, just as we have accepted 
the fact that we have got to boss such islands as 
Guam, Samoa and the old Jap mandates. 


And it should not be a United States respon- 
sibility alone, but a joint responsibility of the 
UN, backed up by an occupying force of al] the 
United Nations who took our side in the wer. 
It would be a mistake for the VU. S. to figure 
too prominently in it, for we are not going to 
be loved by Koreans either of the North or 
the South for a long time. Too many of the 
South Koreans did not understand, and do not 
yet understand that they were being “liberated.” 
They did not particularly cherish the idea of 
being under the control of their neighbors .to 
the north, but we can’t expect them to love us 
for liberating them at the cost of destroying 
everything they ever owned. 


The situation is the same as if, in the War Be- 
tween the States, armies from South America had 


come in to fight on our side and in beating back- 


the Yankees had killed, burned and destroyed 
everything in sight. There was no other way for 
us to fight, under the circumstances, but it didn't 
endear us to our South Korean friends.

Either Best in Nation--Or None at All 


Editor’s Note: This is the final tn a series of articles about Juvenile Courts. 


Over at the high school this morning they have finished inducting a fine group of boys and 
girls into training for a useful life for the future. Downstairs in The Constitution building this 
morning they are inducting a fine group of youths just above high school age into the Armed Forces 

, 


to defend their country. 

Out yonder in the City, County and State 
jails of Georgia today they are inducting a group 
of boys and girls into a School for Crime. Boys 
_and girls who step outside society's rules are 
tossed into prison with hardened criminals and, 
in their bewilderment and bitterness, are edu- 
cated for a career of crime. 


The Cities, Counties, and the State pay 
thousands of dollars annually to furnish meager 
housing, food, and clothing for these children 
while they are in adult prisons. 


When they graduate from their crime 
training school, these youths will cost the 
Cities, Counties; and State many more thou. 
sands of dollars te protect the lives and 
property of law-abiding citizens. 


To eliminate this School for Crime, the Tal- 
madge administration sponsored creation of a 
statewide system of Juvenile Courts in the 1950 
session of the Legislature. The Juvenile Courts 
do not send children to jails. 


Political observers say there is sentiment 
among some legislators to scrap the statewide 
Juvenile Court plan in January, rather than 
finance it. These solons reportedly regard the 
$225,000 cost as too high. 

One sponsor of the bill establishing the courts 
commented: 

“It is a sad Commentary on our lawmakers if 
they vote for appropriation of hundreds of 
thousands. of dollars for gathering facts to de- 
velop livestock and cotton without batting an 
eye, and then balk at spending a little for the 
development of their children. We are struggling 
along with a philosophy and technique that is 
long since outmoded.” 

Operation of the statewide children’s court 
would pay for itself ever and over again, spon- 
sors said, by saving the prison board bills for 


children. But primarily, it would rescue many 
children from a life of crime, they added. 

The sponsors invite a comparison of the cost 
of operating the State system of Juvenile Courts

Meanwhile, the Talmadge-sponsored law 
creating 23 district courts automatically repeals 
the present Juvenile Court law effective Jan, 1, 
1951. Georgia either goes into the forefront of 
the nation by financing a statewide system then, 
or automatically repeals all its present City- 
County Juvenile Courts and leaves nothing in 
their place.

people of Western Germany are being 
bombarded with Red propaganda from the East: “Reunite! 
Reunite! Become one nation again! We wish to help you!” 


And while these appealing phrases come from behind the Iron 
Curtain, stirring latent yearnings toward nationalism in the hearts 
of the crushed Western Germans, their own leaders move cautiously, 
guarding their actions and words iest the Russians move suddenly, 
engulfing them with Communist might in an easy coup. 


Two young Germans, Vetter and Manfred Von Harpe, 
students of psychology, , political science and economics 
at Munich University, explained the complicated and delicate 
plight of their country people here this week as they toured Atlanta 
as exchange students, under the sponsorship of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. 


Both 24. and both soldiers at 15 in the antiaircraft corps of 
Adolph Hitler, the youths both believe that Western Germany 
must be rearmed, if only limitedly. and certainly under an Ameri- 
can or European commander, “to give some slight security to the 
everyday life.” 


“You de not understand hew difficult it is.” they sald, “to 
try te go ahead with constructive thinking aleng democratic 
lines while your very leaders fear for their lives should the 
Reds strike that evening er that day.” 


Democracy itself is a great mystery to most German minds. 
cps eee cee & Se 8 ponemnid. The pesmi Sarm 6 Wrens bese, and 

rises t6 an e@pex of government. In a totalitarian state, the thought 
is in the shape of a funnel, with authority and decision at the top, 
filtering down to the individual, who does as he is told, wrestling 
with his own conscience in private.” 


The church, and “parents,” Vetter and Von Harpe said, were 
always resistant to Naziism. never ceasing in their defiance, but 
the youngsters were imbued with the phil hy of Hitler Youth 
despite them. Now these two forces ... the church and the home 
..,» @f@ once more asserting leadership and this time with a great 
deal more authority. 


A few years age it would have been wry indead te see 
twe ebvieusly blende, Aryan youths touring under the 
auspices of an interfaith organization, but beth Vetter and 
Ven Marpe say there is a great stirring of bretherhood toward 
the Jews in Germany. 


“Of course not everybody has had a change of heart,” they said, 
“but then, not everybody persecuted them in the first place. And 
the Jews themselves have factions, and will not always co-operate 
with each other.” 


As are all exchange students, the German boys were pleased at. 


the honest admission of weaknesses and apparent failures in de- 
mocracy by the people to whom they have talked. “But you say, 
and we know it is true, that this is a thing that must grow. It is 
based only on the understanding and responsibility of the indi- 
vidual... 
a dictator!” 

The exchange program of students may really be the best stroke 
of diplomacy America could have conceived. Through it, hundreds 
of articulate, inspired eg students from other lands are trav- 

i 


eling throughout America, living with its people, and seeing for 
themselves the answers to their questions. They are, each one, 


an ambassador of democracy when they return to their own homes.
